The term ’property’ means any property, right, or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprise’s which have been
nationalized, expropriated, intervendd, or taken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which.are a charge on .prop-
erty which has been nationalize~ expropriated, intervened,
or taken by the Government ofICuba.

no claim has been asserted for interests in property which was
